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Another new aspect the freshmen encoun- 
tered upon entering high school was double 
block science. This new schedule - four science 
classes a week, including one double block 
- was only three years old. 

Overall, teachers agreed that the double 
blocks were helpful. They could cover longer 
topics or do labs in one sitting. Before, labs 
were broken up, which was disruptive and a 
nuisance - teachers had to organize materials so 
that the lab could resume quickly the next day. 
Now, classes had double the time to find the 
coordinates of Lexington and chart the move- 
ment of the sun. 

There were a handful of unfortunate days 
when teachers had particularly long lectures 
to cover - so long, in fact, that they spent two 
consecutive blocks discussing tides or the ocean 
floor. Students rarely found these days particu- 
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larly enjoyable. Eyelids had never felt so heavy! 
The dark room, monotonous humming of the 
overhead projector fan, and the steady tone of 
the teacher were more than enough to make 
some kids catch up on lost sleep.

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Having found the velocity of a 
tennis ball thrown up into the air,

Mr. John Hogan how to use the 
newly found measurements to 
calculate the actual height of the 
science building. “I love physics 
because we get to play with toys 
everyday, “says Hogan. Back in 
the classroom, Hogan asks, “Any 
casualties? Anyone manage to 
land a tennis ball on the roof?” 
Slowly, a timid hand protrudes 
from the class of students. 





Scientific findings through experimentation and analysis 


Teenagers had a very short attention span when 
the block exceeded the normal fifty-five minute 
period, especially during lectures in earth science, 
biology, chemistry, or physics. Students usually 
couldn’t wait to get up and out of their seats when 
the time called for them to get their hands dirty dur- 
ing lab activities. Due to a failed override, however, 
several level one and honors courses had lost their 
precious double-block periods and had to compro- 
mise with only five meetings per week. 

Laboratory experiments and activities offered 
students the opportunity to apply the learned con- 
cepts and the scientific laws to real-life situations. 
Students made use of everyday objects, such as ten- 
nis balls, to measure the speed at which one could 
throw a ball. At other times, they used more precise 
instruments, like a buret, to measure out specific 
quantities of chemicals. Although the dissection of 
the fetal pig provided a smelly week for the entire 


science department, biology students received first- 
hand experience identifying individual organs and 
body tissues. 

Though some students prefered the straight- 
forward mathematical problems that involved 
balancing chemical equations, there often were 
times when mathematics played a crucial part in 
the execution of an activity. Labs usually required 
some sort of write-up or report to help ensure that 
students understood what particular concept or 
reaction was being observed. 

Every science course offered a variety of instruc- 
tional methods including testing, lecturing, and 
observing. Science was certainly a class where all 
forms of teaching took place, and students could 
look forward to the days when they could actually 
apply their knowledge of the material to real life 
problems and situations.

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Hard work and preparation for a college credit course

Advanced placement... Advanced Placement? 

Although the letters ‘AP’ could stand for dozens of 
pairs of words, nothing scared a student more than the 
thought of advanced placement classes and tests. Of- 
fered throughout sophomore, junior, and senior years, 
everyone felt dread as May rolled around each year. 

Sophomores were offered the choices of AP biology 
and AP world history, and from there, choices just in- 
creased including math, science, history, and language 
APs. Teachers packed in as much material as they 
could in about eight months but sent some overflowing 
backwards into students’ summers. 

Although the override failed, AP science classes 
retained their six-classes-a-week schedule rather than 
dropping a class. It was no surprise to see people in the 
library, with their heads buried in the gigantic biology 
books (that probably built muscles when toted from 


place to place), or frantically trying to finish a project 
worth twenty percent of their grade even at the begin- 
ning of the year. Teachers expected everyone to spend 
half their night reading the textbook, leaving the rest of 
the homework for the wee hours of the morning, and 
to walk in the next day completely refreshed, under- 
standing complicated topics. Of course, in the lovely 
pressure cooker of LHS, every kid who took an AP test 
expected the score of 5 (which added ample amounts 
of stress). 

By April, people lugged around extra books, from 
Kaplan to Cliffs notes, in hopes of reviewing everything 
that they had learned in the past year in a measly three 
weeks. At least once the fateful two weeks in May 
passed, students finally got to relax a little. However, 
they still remained terrified of that little, white envelope 
bearing the significant, yet tiny little number that would 
arrive much later on.

The world expands as language unites us 


“Hola! Yo hablo francés!” No, that wasn't right! It was “1 
speak French” in Spanish. “Yo hablo espanol!” Throughout 
their high school careers, students had the chance to learn 
a second language and become “bilingual.” However, some 
viewed this opportunity as a restriction, hating all eight 
credits of language forced upon them. 

Including many different languages from around the 
world, the course selection was plentiful. Students could 
still choose Spanish or French, and many continued their 
studies from middle school even if all they had absorbed 
was “Est-ce que je peux aller au toilet?” or “Can | go to the 
bathroom?” 

Numerous students also decided to branch off and exper- 
iment with one of the new languages. A surprising number 
took Latin, despite its “dead” status. Those who loved good 
food chose Italian, those who feared straying too far from 
English took German, and those who wanted to simply look 
at pictures (characters) took Mandarin. Although there were 
many changes in the system due to the override, including 
staff cuts and larger classes, the school maintained its exten- 
sive language options. 


Class time was focused on reviewing old topics as well 
as learning all of the new material thrown at the students. 
They read short stories and memorized vocabulary lists 
consisting of everything from body parts to trains. Of 
course, their favorite part of class was the grammar. While 
the Mandarin students were lucky and only had to deal 
with one tense, most learned how to differentiate between 
the indicative and subjunctive mood, while also learning 
where to put all the short little pronouns like lo, la, se, and 
le. Many were even left more familiar with grammar than 
native speakers. 

Speaking was another important component of the 
language classes. The teachers dragged their students off to 
the language labs where their efforts were lost on those who 
spent more time surfing the net and chatting on First Class 
than practicing their speaking skills. 

The classes also taught different aspects of culture, giving 
students a whole new view on the world. Even though they 
caused hundreds of moans and groans, these classes helped 
students get a better understanding of the global arena.

As the house lights dimmed, the din of the 
audience quieted to the whispers of excited 
parents; anticipation filled the air as the or- 
chestra struck the first chord. A black coffin 
crossed the stage, soon followed by mourn- 
ing Argentinian peasants, smug aristocrats, 
marching generals, and suave tango dancers. 
Beginning with the powerfully discordant 
“Requiem,” of Evita’s funeral, the show held 
the audience in rapture as it recreated the 
fervor surrounding Eva Perén, wife of former 
Argentinian President Juan Perdén. 

Andrew Lloyd Webber and Tim Rice’s op- 
eretta, Evita, told the true story of Eva Perén, 
affectionately known by her followers as Evi- 
ta, who was born into poverty but climbed 
the social ladder to become the most power- 
ful woman her country had ever seen. 

Christina Kugel gave a spirited perfor- 
mance as the determined Eva. She had to walk 
a fine line between representing the interests 
of the working class and satisfying her desire 
for success and approval of the aristocracy. 
Christopher Voss brought his strong stage 
presence to the role of General Juan Perén, 
who captured the presidency thanks, in large 
part, to Eva’s popularity with the union work-

His exasperation only 
grew as the show moved from Evita’s days as 
a radio star, to her achievement of near-saint BX 
status, and finally to her death at the ripe age 
of 33, at which time Ché yelled “Sing you j 
fools, but you got it wrong” at the endless 
lines of mourners. x

“At the twilight's last gleaming” was the percussionist’s version of 


the Star Spangled Banner. The booming of the bass drum and the 
crashing of the symbols dominated the band’s performace of the Na- 
tional Anthem. 

Composed of over sixty volunteers from all grades, the parade 
band was one of the most prominent means by which the music de- 
partment thanked the community for their generous contributions 
over the years. Annually, they perform at the Veteran’s, Patriot’s, and 
Memorial Day parades, marching in Minuteman-like attire designed 
with the school’s colors. Much of the school’s musical talent went by 
unnoticed, so these public displays provided the town an incentive to 
continue to support the music program. 
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The group of musicians suited up with their horns, drums, and 
hollow wood three days a year in order to provide the town with en- 
tertainment. They combatted rain or shine and braved extreme tem- 
peratures. The ensemble’s apparel appeared rigid and “nutcracker- 
like,” which in fact, was quite uncomfortable. All body heat escaped 
during the colder months while in the spring, heat was trapped by 
the uniforms. Despite the occasional wince or complaint about the 
required attire, parade band members learned to cope by wearing 
layers and simply sucking it up. 

They perfected six pieces; three to play while marching in the pa- 
rades and three to play for certain ceremonies while standing on the 
Battle Green. In preparation, all members assembled in the school 
parking lot for a few of practices before each parade. With many re- 
turning leaders to aid with the melodies and harmonies, the practices 
were relatively short, but effective all the same.

Although attendance at all of their meet- 
ings was kept confidential, the Gay-Straight 
Alliance (GSA) held many public events to 
promote their cause.

virtually anybody who wished to attend. The 
students at the dance raved about the music, 
praising the DJ for actually respecting song 
requests. This dance was also unique be- 
cause the majority of students came dressed 
in wildly original and unusual costumes.

The GSA also spread awareness about gay 
rights by sponsoring the National Day of Si- 
lence on April 25th.

Aside from everyday school social politics, Model UN and Am- 
nesty International offered students the chance to participate in dis- 
cussions concerning global politics. Model UN co-presidents Daniel 
Metzger-Traber and Sarah Wasser continued to uphold the responsi- 
bility of leading weekly briefings of current events and peacekeep- 
ing missions around the globe. This past year they attended several 
conferences where they discussed issues such as HIV, tuberculosis 
in prisons, and child labor laws. Often times the group represented 
one single country, while occasionally individuals within the group 
represented different countries. In preparation for the formal discus- 
sions and conferences, co-presidents ran through parliamentary 
procedures and the essential components for presenting resolutions. 

Amnesty International encouraged US politicians and foreign 
ambassadors to speak out against human rights abuses around the 
globe. Letters were sent on behalf of radio correspondent Ogulspur, 
who spoke out against the military regime in Turkmenistan and

after being put on surveillance for a year, died while serving two 
years in prison. Letters were also sent on behalf of Ma Khin Khin 
Leh of Mayanmar who was serving a life sentence for attempting to 
hold a demonstration protesting the military government's policies 
including political censorship, and for calling for free elections. 

In response to the inhumane treatment of prisoners, Amnesty also 
advocated for the use and distribution of proper medical treatment 
around the world. 

Led by president Toni Maeck, the group also addressed the 
human rights commission in Sudan by urging the Sudanese govern- 
ment to take responsibility and protect civilian women and children. 

These organizations welcomed anyone and everyone. The partici- 
pants worked together to resolve mock conflicts and wrote appro- 
priate letters of protest. Although accomplished in a variety of ways, 
they worked to achieve similar goals: to raise awareness of global 
issues while training future world leaders.

The quad is the 2006-2007 Lexington High School yearbook of 
Lexington, Massachusetts. It is the school’s 82nd volume and third 
full-color yearbook. 

This book contains 336 pages of 100-lb. Bordeaux paper submit- 
ted via electronic proof through Herff Jones representative Mr. John 
Carrier. Publisher Herff Jones printed 1,000 copies of the book at 
their Gettysburg plant in Pennsylvania. The cover, end sheets were 
created using Adobe InDesign CS. 

The cover was printed using a four-color process on a premacote 
base with a matte lamination. The original cover design was by 
Charles Hu and Anna Jeon. End sheets were printed using Vibra- 
color white on the front sheet only and were designed by Anna 
Jeon. Every page of color was made using a lithographic four-color 
process. 

The 2006-2007 theme of “the quad” was introduced by Jacy|n 
Chan and was developed at the Columbia Scholastic Press Asso- 
ciation Conference in New York City in June 2006 by Anna Jeon, 
Stephanie Liu, Bethany Lowe, and Rachel Saudek. 

_ Staff members used Adobe InDesign CS and Adobe Photoshop CS 
on three Apple eMac computers, two Apple iMac computers, and 
one iMac G5. The majority of the candid photographs were taken 
by Rachel Saudek and Anna Jeon. Senior, underclass, activities and 
sports photos were taken by Burlington Studios of Burlington, MA. 

Modoono Photographers, Mrs. Sperandio, and Mr. Jim Fesler took 
additional sports photographs. Yearbook photography editors used 
their own Canon and Pentax digital SLRs. This was the first year 
where the yearbook staff chose to only process digital candids taken 
of no less than 4 megapixels. 

All copy was in Optima. Headlines were at size 60 pt, sub-head- 
lines at 20 pt, article copy at 10 pt, and captions at 8 pt with bold 
names.

(NESPA), the American Scholastic Press Association (ASPA), and the 
Quill and Scroll Society.
